“Lucky Numbers’’ No Longer 
Drain Meager Savings of 
Poor for Profit of Official 
“Big Three,” 


POST-DISPATCH FIRST 
EXPOSED THE SYSTEM 


——— ee 


The recent disclosures by the grandjury 
of the extent of policy Playing in St. 
Louls, with the indictment of Senaters Col- 
lins and Schoenlaub for maintaining policy 
shops, entirely confirm its expose published 
in the Post-Dispatch November 22, 1902, in 
which it was charged that the games were 
flourishing under police protection. 

From the time of the Post-Dispatch ex- 
pose until the confession of Justice “Jim”’ 
Cronin was placed before the grandjury, 
the police made intermittent raids, but did 
not secure evidence against games. 

The pennies of the poor were drawn into 
the coffers of the protected owners, while 
every few days some negro manager of a 
shop was arrested and fined. 

No effort was made to do more than raid 
the places. 

The police had no part in the placing of 
evidence before the grandjury when the 
indictments were returned. 

Justice Cronin became a witness when he 
could not help it. Circuit Attorney Folk. 
while investigating transactions in connec- 
tion with the alum scandal, came across a 
number of checks given by Senator Collins 
to Cronin for large sums. 

Cronin was called on to explain, and did 
so. The checks were not a part of legisla- 
tive boodle, but, according to Cronin’s 
statement, were a part of the profits of a 
policy game which he and Collins had been 
conducting. 

With this lead, evidence was secured 
against Collins and Senator W. J. Schoen- 
laub, and Cronin escaped. 

Cronin denies that he gave any impor- 
tant evidence against his one-time part- 


ner, but his name is written at the top | 
of the Mst of witnesses on ‘the back of the | 
Collins indictments, much after the fash- | 
ion of the star’s name on a theatrical pro- 
gram. | 

Through Justice Cronin it was learned | 
that policy, as conducted in St. Louis, dif- | 
fers somewhat from lottery, in that the | 
players are allowed to select their own 
numbers. In policy any amount may be 
wagered, from 5 cents up. The system of 
the game Itself is similar to lottery. Num-| 
bers are used, and the result depends 
solely upon the remote chance of having 
the lucky number. 


Sudden End 

Of the Game. 

So shocking was the revelation of the 
extent of the game that the circuit at- 
torney decided that its practice must be} 
suspended immediately, and orders were | 
issued to the police to close every policy 
game in town. The order was not needed, 
for as soon as it became known that Cro- | 
nin had been before the grandjury and 
had told all the facts he knew about the! 
game there was no nfore policy playing in| 
St. Louts. 

The indictments against Collins charge 
that he conducted a policy shop, one known | 
as the ‘“‘Henry Co.,”” located at 16 South 
Tenth street which was exposed by the | 
Post-Dispatch Nov 22, and the other known 
as the “Fidelity Co."’ They were patronized | 
chiefly by women and minors, many of them 
negroes. The patrons lured by the tempt- 
ing vision of winning large amounts on 
small investments. There were branches 
all over the city, and smooth-tongued | 
agents in every section. They preyed on 
the incredulous, who were induced to be- 
lieve that they had an easy chance of win- 
ning dollars with nickels. There were three 
drawings daily, at noon, at 5 in the after- 
noon and at 9 at night. 

The prosecuting officials believe that 
Schoenlaub, Collins and Cronin composed 
a policy trust. 

The police explain that they were kept | 


from obtaining evidence against Collins and 
Cronin by the fact that negroes were placed 


in charge of the various shops. The ne-| 
groes received on an average $100 a month | 
for their services, while the real backers | 
got ae least $300 each.

Mr. Bullis says he wae bundled off to 
the penitentiary, where everything was 
taken from his pockets except a tiny silk 
American flag. He was thrust into a 
badly ventilated room. In one respect he 
as fortunate, as the proprietor of the 
hotel, where he had been boarding, con- 
tinued to send food to him. 

After a month’s incarceration, he was 
informed that a lawyer had been ap- 
ointed by the overnment to defend 
fim. This man called on him and prom- 
ised to call again. He never reappeared. 
When the hearing finally occurred, Mr. 
Bullis pleaded not guilty, but gave no 
testimony. He was nformed afterward 
that he had been convicted. 
He wrote several letters to the Ameri- 
can minister in Caracas, but was able to 
smuggle only one of them out of his 
prison. He then saw Mr. Plumacher, who 
said a persona aneer might be made to 
President Cas ut that the best plan 
would be for ir. Bullis to serve out his 
full term and then to put ina claim 
against Venezuela. As a result of the 
appeal to the minister, this telegram 
was sent to the president of Maracaibo 
by the president of the republic: 
“Having adjusted the political matters 
of the North American, R. C. Bullis, pro- 
ceed to place him at liberty as conven- 
lently as possible.

Dockery. after a consultation with 
Judge Priest, Tony Steuver and others rep- 
resenting the brewers, concluded to effect 
a compromise on the taxes in arrears, and 
fixed the price at 10 cents a barrel. 

The difference between this sum and the 
regular inspection fee is 27 cents, so that 
the brewers escaped the payment of about 
$600,000 taxes.

LONDON, May 7.—The issue of the pros- 
pectus of the Transvaal loan was awaited 
with the greatest interest in financial cir- 
cles here to-day and there was a scene of 
considerable excitement at the Bank. of 
England, where thousands of people con- 
gregated hours before it was finally given 
out that the prospectus announced the 
issue of $150,000,000 of the $175,000,000 author- 
ized and that the price would be at par 
interest at 3 per cent. The loan is 
redeemable in 1953. A sinking fund of 1 
per cent will be applied to the purchase 
of stock when below par. The government 
of the Transvaal reserves the right to pay 
off stock at any time after May 1, 1923, sub- 
ject to six months’ notice. The installments 
on stock are payable as follows: Three 
per cent payable on application; 7 per cent 
May 22, and the balance to be. distributed 
from June to December. The installments 
may be paid in full May 22 under a dis- 
count of 2 per cent. The list closes on or 
before May 12. Through various London 
houses applications in behalf of American 
clients were made this afternoon for allot- 
ments of the Transvaal loan. These, how- 
ever, were not very large and as. they 
must take their chance with the other ap- 
plications, American money will not figure 
to any great extent in the present issue. 
The bankers expect that applicants will 
only receive about.5 per cent of the 
amounts asked for, ag the oversubscription 
of the loan is assured.

A MERGER OF CHURCHES. 


The “merger idea” is taking hold of the churches. 

At s meeting held in Pittsburg April 22-23 representatives of 
‘the Congregational, Methodist Protestant ani United Brethren 
| denominations considered and adopted a plan for the affiliation 


st the three bodies in a new national body, to be called “the 


council of the United Qourches.” Details will be worked 


“out by subcommittees which will 
2. : 

‘The plan adopted provides for the affirmation by each of the 

4 standards of the others, the present differences being 

only. The general council will be composed of repre- 

‘the shree bodies, upon a ratio based upon member- 
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policy. Questions relating to only one deeeliinaids will be re- 
ferred to the governing authority of that church. It will be a 
sort of federation of autonomous, yet affiliated sects, the federal 
government being one of delegated powers only. 

Obviously the plan is suggested by the merger of the industria] 
world. It stops short of consolidation, but introduces “eco- 
nomies,”’ material and spiritual, of great value to the constituent 
bodies. 

The Congregationalists of the United States have 5576 ministers, 
5680 churches and 634,835 members; the Methoatist Protestants 
1647 ministets, 2451 churches and 18,087 members; the 
Brethren 2506 ministers, 5027 churches and 267,007 members. 

It remains to be seen how weil this idea, imported from the 
world of affairs, will work in the administration of the finer 
issues of life. The experiment will be watched with interest. 


The offer of a $15,000 house to Circuit Attorney Folk was a 
generous act on the part of his friends, but Mr. Folk was wise 
to refuse it. A publile official in Mr. Folk’s position cannot 
afford to accept valuable gifts, however kindly and well-meant 
the spirit in which they are proffered may be. The best sup- 
port that can be given Mr. Folk lies in the maintenance of sound 
public opinion, which will sustain him in his work, defeat all 
schemes to check it and prevent the nullifying of it by the 
election of unfit men to office. 
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“THE YELLOW DOG IDEA.” 


It is gratifying that so many Missouri newspapers openly dis- 
sent from the theory that the editor of @ party newspaper is 
bound to support a party candidate, on the strength of a party 
nomination, regardless of any other consideration. 

It would be still more gratifying, however, if the dissent were 
still more strongly expressed in a still greater number of news- 
papers. 

In the last generation, the idea that every partisan of any 
political idea is bound to support the men who are put forward 
by partisan machinery to represent or misrepresent it, was called 
“The- Yellow Dog Idea.” 

It was said to be ‘‘better to support a yellow dog on the right 
ticket than the best possible candidate on the wrong one.” 

That theory ought to have died with the increase in gchool- 
houses, but it did not. It is exactly the idea through which 
it is now sought to bind every editor of a party paper to support 
the workings of a party machine, no matter how corrupt, as soon 
as the results are declared in its nominations. 

The necessary consequence of that theory, as far as it goes, is 
corruption, ‘‘boodling,’’ the open bergain and sale of the law- 
making power, the corrupt purchase of office for the tools of 
corruption, the prostitution of all the powers of the state: the 
overthrow of honest Democracy, of honest Republicanism, of 
honest partisanship, of honest independence, of honest govern- 
ment. 

As far as the editors of the newspapers of any state commit 
themselves, or allow themselves to be committed, to ‘‘The Yellow 
Dog Idea,’ they are responsible, first and last, for the inevitable 
consequences.

WHAT THE LOUISIANA 
PURCHASE HAS BECOME. 


Charles M. Harvey in the World’s Work. 
The states and territories of the Purchase 
produced 264,000,000 bushels of wheat in 
1900, valued at $%152,000,000—more than one- 
half of the wheat crop of the whole United 
States; 1,013,000 bushels of corn, or 48 per 
cent of the country’s product; 38 per cent 
The wheat, corn, 
rye, barley, cotton, hay and potatoes 
produced in this region in 1900 brought 


795,000,000, and its farm animals were val- 
ued at $825,000,000, 88 per cent of those of 
the whole country. 

From that celebrated pioneer experiment 
in wheat growing by Oliver Dalrymple, a 
wealthy Minnesota farmer, fn the territory 
of Dakota, in 1876, quickly came magnificent 
results. In 1902 North Dakota stood sec- 
ond in the list of wheat-producing states, 
and Minnesota first. These with Missouri, 
South Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, all 
in the Louisiana Purchase, led all the rest 
of the country last year in wheat growing. 
Much more than half of the country’s 
670,000,000 bushels grown in 1902 (valued at 

;22 000,000) was grown in the states of the 
old Jefferson tract. 

And «he story of corn is similar. Illinois 
stood first in corn yield in 1902, as in most 
years. The first four Louisiana states of 
Jowa. Missouri, Nebraska and Kansag led 
all the rest of the country. More than 
half tke country’s corn crop, valued at $1,- 
017,900,000, was produced in the territory of 
the Purchase. lowa was second in 1902 in 
the production of oats, Illinois being frst. 
Another Louisiana state, Minnesota, was 
second that year in the production of bar- 
ley, California leading. lowa was second 
in hay, New York heeding the list. Two- 
thirds of the country’s 196,300 tons’ yield 
of beet sugar for 192 was grown by the 
territory west of the Mississippi. Texas, 
a region which belonged to Louisiana at 
the time Bonaparte transferred the prov- 
ince to the United States in 1808, but our 
claim on which was given up to Spain by 
President Monroe in 1819 as part of the 
price we paid for Florida, and which we 
did not recover until Polk's days in 1845, 
produces almost a third of the entire coun- 
try’s cotton. Texas, however, is not ¢n-

SOME CARD TRICKS. 


The first trick is to take the cards and 
shuffie them, but while doing so manege 
to look at the bottom card; for instance, 
the ace of spades.

Every civilized nation will sooner or later | 
possess @ parcel-post. A community which 
is content to leave the conveyance of its 
parcels in the hands of private contractors 
must either be miserably poor or immensc- 
ly rich, and, H may be added, long-suffer- 
ing. The two systems are not to be com- 
pared. The private carrier offers civility, 
zeal and other trading-virtues, but only 
within a limited area; the post, with a lim- 
ited amount of civilty, offers speed, cer- 
tainty, cheapness and ubiquity in the ser- 
vices of a vast organization, trained with 
military strictness, and having an agency 
(225,000 in the United Kingdom) in every 
village, and in every stteet of a great town, 


The Parcel Post is specially useful to the 
trader with a little capital, who sells a good 
article at a iow price. Such a man ‘had 
formerly no chance against wealthy rivals, 
employing travelers and delivefing his 
wares from his own van. Now he increly 
has to advertise, and orders come pouring 
in from north, south, east and west, which 
he is able to execute with the maximum of 
speed. Persons bring local productions to 
the notice of friends at a distance. And 
it is found that increase of parcel-post 
business means increase in other branches 
—letter-writing, telegrapHing, remitting by 
money orders.—J. Henniker Heaton, M. P., 
in the May Cosmopolitan.
